The conclusion of this treaty may 
be regarded as the main purpose 
Washington had in view in calling 
the conference, so far as the set- 
tlement of Pacific problems is con- 
cerned, 

The new arrangement is not pre- 
tentious. It does not undertake to 
set up any sort of regulative au- 
thority over the nations fronting 
on the western ocean and to say 
that none of them shall go to war 
with another. It relates exclu- 
sively to the conduct of the four 
powers named. And it does not 
even undertake to say that they 
shall not go to war with each 
other over Pacific issues. Its aim 
is to make war between any two 
of the signatory powers unlikely, 
and in that direction it goes as 
far ds it well could. 

Applied directly to what is 
commonly understood as_ the 
menace in that part of the world; 


ithe treaty provides. that the United 


States and Japan shall submit 
their differences to a conference 
in whieh their allies shall partici- 
pate, and that they shall have the 
advice and friendly influence of 
Great Britain and France in the 
attempt to arrange a peaceful set- 
tlement. War may come, despite 
the treaty, but if the treaty is ob- 
served it will not come until mu- 
tual friends have done what they 
could to prevent it, and not until 
both disputants have put their 
eases plainly before each other and 
the world. And should one pow- 
er precipitate hostilities the 
treaty would be broken not as 
against the opposing country 
alone, but as against the other 
three. To gain the advantage of 
the first blow the offender would 
have to invite the condemnation, 
and perhaps the active hostility, 
of all the other signatory powers. 
Except one or other of the possi- 
ble disputants should go ‘‘war 
mad’’ as Germany did, and fly in 
the fact of world opinion, that 
should be an effective deterrent 
against hasty action. It ought, so 
far as it can be assured, to make 
certain that the two countries will 
not be plunged into ‘war by ill- 
advised leadership or a wave of 
gingoism and without opportunity 
to ‘‘cool off.’’ 

The hope is expressed that the 
treaty may become a pattern fof 
others, between other nations, and 
relating to other parts of the 
the world. That is possible, and 
hopeful. But one step at a time 
is good progress in such matters 
if it is a step in the right direction. 
But, standing by itself and on its 
merits, the arrangement is quite 
sufficient to justify the holding of 
the conference and to make it one 
of the memorable and important 
attempts of mankind to guard 
against,the horrors of war. 


The Pacific is generally regard- 
ed as the world’s next danger 
point. Europe is not yet at peace, 
and will not be for many @ day. 
But the old world cannot afford 
another war on a large scale. The 
people on the other side of the 
Atlantic are too busy trying to 
get enough to eat and wear, and 
to repair damages and pay war 
bills, to make another general con 
flagration likely there. The United 
States is wealthier than before the 
war began, wealthier than it ever 
was before, and moze conscions of 
its world power and world posi- 
tion. And across the Pacific lies 
a nation of forty millions of peo- 
ple, cooped up on a group of small 
islands, and hungering for a new 
territory to colonise. The interests

Our banking year just closed has? 


Witnessed a further readjustment of 
prices and slackening trade, It has 
been a year of unremitting anxiety, 
entailing consiant vigilance in order 
to avoéd serious losses. 

T need not remind you that the 
proverbial policy of your Bank has 
been, as it still ts, to maintain a 
strong position by means of abun- 
dant liquid resources so that if 
times of stress we may be in a posi- 
tion to moét the legitimate demands 
of our customers as well a5 such 6a- 
ceptional calis in the general interest 
as may be made wpon us. 

While, our profits have naturally 
fallen off in comparison with the pre- 
vious year, they have been sufficiently 
jlacge to warrant your Directors in 
paying a bonus of 2 per cent, in addi- 
tion to the quarterly dividend of 3 per 
vent. A substantial eum has, as well, 
been carried forward to credit of 
Profit and Loss. 

° FOREIGN TRADE 

The foreign trade of Canada has 
suffered sérious diminution this year 
in terms of value, and there is no 
doubt that in quantity also there has 
‘been a shrinkage. In dhis respect we 
éo not differ from other nations and, 
ind&ed, make favorable comparison 
with many of t#)m. The Fordney 
tariff in the United States has hit our 
farmers hard, the export of animais, 
agricultural and dairy products 10 
that country in October last amount- 
ing to only $7,329,000, whereas in 
the corr¢sponding month a year ag0, 
these shipments had a value of $28,- 
619,000. Te the five months elapsed 
since Conngress raised tariff rates, 
the export of.farm products from 
Canada to the United States has de- 
creased from $62,166,000 to $17,399, 
009. A year ago we were doing @n 
exceptionally large foreign trade, both 
inward and outward, quite the great- 
es: in the history of Canada. In the

made up of $818,782,000 of imports; 


and $678,128,000 of exports; while in 
the corresponding period this year, 
aggregate foreign trade amounted to 
only $853,868,000.
